Dry Ridge 
man killed 
in wreck

A Dry Ridge man was killed when 
the vehicle he was driving was struck 
by a SUV on Crittenden-Mt. Zion 
Road. 

The wreck occurred at 9:58 p.m. on 
May 25 when Jack G. Masters, 21, 
pulled from a driveway in his 1999 
Cavalier and was hit by a 2006 Dodge 
Durango driven by Tabatha J. Noble, 
31, of Dry Ridge. 

Masters’ car was stmck in the driv¬ 
er’s side door and came to rest in the 
eastbound lane of Crittenden-Mt. Zion 
Road. 

Noble’s Durango flipped onto the 
driver’s side door and landed on the 
road. 

Kyle McMullen, 20, a passenger in 
the Cavalier, was transported to 
University Hospital in Cincinnati. 

Two juvenile passengers in the 
Durango were also transported to 
University Hospital for minor injuries. 

Masters was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Grant County Coroner Bob 
McDaniel. 

The wreck remains under investiga¬ 
tion by Kentucky State Police Trooper 
Brian Guilfoyle. 

Also assisting at the scene were 
deputies from the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Department, Rural Metro 
Ambulance and the Dry Ridge and 
Crittenden Fire Departments. 

Prisoner 
runs away 
from funeral

An inmate at the Grant County 
Detention Center did not return to the 
facility last week after a judge let him 
out to attend a family funeral. 

Anthony Houston, 23, of Dry 
Ridge, was granted a furlough to 
attend a funeral in Dry Ridge, but 
when family members returned him 
to the facility on May 23, he jumped 
from the vehicle and ran into the 
woods. 

Grant County Jailer Terry Peeples 
said the Kentucky 
State Police were 
notified and 
began searching 
for Houston 
soon after he ran 
around 7 p.m. 

Family mem¬ 
bers were 
allowed to sign 
him out of the 
facility and were 
to return him 
later that evening. 

“Inmates 
allowed out for this reason are low- 
risk inmates,” Peeples said. “This is 
unfortunate.” 

Peeples said Houston had been at 
the Grant County Detention Center 
for eight days on a probation viola¬ 
tion. In 2012 he was charged with 
unlawful distribution of a metham- 
phetamine precursor and in 2013, he 
was charged with fleeing, evading 
police and resisting arrest, Peeples 
said.

honor of running in a touchdown 
during the Blue/Gold game. He 
played football up until a couple 
of years ago when the cancer 
forced him to sit on the sidelines. 

For Terry Vickers, a Northern 
Kentucky transplant, Grant Coun¬ 
ty has become home with friends, 
neighbors and school personnel 
becoming family. 

“With what it costs to get back 
and forth to the hospital, I couldn’t 
have afforded anything like that,” 
Terry said. 

She, too, has battled health is¬ 
sues this year after undergoing 
two major back surgeries to repair 
an old injury when she broke her 
back several years ago. She now 
has multiple steel bolts and rods in 
her back. 

When Jacob was first diag¬ 
nosed with cancer six years ago, 
she had just gotten out of a wheel¬ 
chair and was learning to walk 
again from her accident. 

The former pediatric hospice 
nurse is amazed at the kindness of 
the community and people she’s 
never met. 

“One day I received a card 
with $100 in gas cards from 
the Lutheran Women’s Mission 
League of Bethany and I don’t 
know who that is,” she said. “But 
I know that everyone has been so 
good to us.” 

“There have been so many 
people praying and so many acts 
of kindness to us that we don’t 
even know how to say thank you, 
but we truly appreciate each ges¬ 
ture,” Terry said. 

For Arnold, it was the right 
thing to do. 

“I wish we could do it for ev¬ 
ery student,” Arnold said. “I hate 
to see any kid suffer and I wanted 
him to stay connected to school 
and his friends because that’s im¬ 
portant. Jacob is so well liked and 
he’s fought for so long, I guess 
that’s just why I started it.”

In just 12 short years, Jacob 
Vickers has learned to fight to sur¬ 
vive. 

He’s spent nearly every birth¬ 
day in the hospital facing one dif¬ 
ficult surgery after another to battle 
his bladder/prostate cancer that 
doctors discovered as a tumor as 
big as his head when he was just 
6 years old. 

With his cancer in remission, 
Jacob was excited to start the 
school year at Grant County Mid¬ 
dle School as a sixth grade student, 
but in February he faced another 
surgery because of complications 
associated with the radiation used 
to treat the tumor inside his blad¬ 
der. 

Terry Vickers, Jacob’s mother, 
said doctors told her they had four 
options with a urostomy, or bag 
outside the body to collect urine, 
being the worst case scenario. 

“They basically found that the 
radiation had done more damage 
than they suspected, so that’s what 
happened,” she said. 

Jacob was unable to return to 
school, so he was placed on the 
district’s homebound program 
where a teacher visits Jacob for an 
hour twice a week. 

Cheryl Arnold, administrative 
assistant at GCMS, got to know 
Jacob and his family as he was in 
the office receiving medication fre¬ 
quently. 

When she learned that he 
wouldn’t be returning to school and 
knowing how important communi¬ 


cating with friends and teachers is 
in the first year of middle school, 
Arnold got an idea. 

She approached GCMS Prin¬ 
cipal Tim Grayson about raising 
funds to purchase an Ipad for Ja¬ 
cob. 

“I just felt like he needed to be 
connected to school and I wanted 
his life to be easier because it’s 
been so hard for so long,” Arnold 
said. 

GCMS staff and students 
jumped on board and raised $800, 


which they used to buy the Ipad 
and $200 in ITunes cards to allow 
him to download applications he 
could use for school. 

“I thought it was pretty neat that 
they’d do that for me,” Jacob said. 

Arnold was hoping, technol¬ 
ogy would allow Jacob to be “in” 
his classes and interacting with his 
friends. 

When Arnold shared Jacob’s 
stoiy at an electronics store in Flor¬ 
ence, the clerk was so moved that 
she bought and installed a page 
protector and purchased $15 in 
ITunes cards for downloads. 

“This wasn’t just me,” Arnold 
said. “The whole staff was 100 
percent behind it and it was pretty 
neat,” Arnold said. 

Unfortunately, Jacob was not 
able to Facetime his classmates or

In case 
he’s not able to return to school 
this fall after undergoing yet anoth¬ 
er major surgery this summer, the 
school hopes to have the technol¬ 
ogy in place to allow him to see his 
classes and friends. 

“It’s pretty cool,” Jacob said. “I 
really miss not going to school just 
to be with my friends.” 

Jacob was able to attend a few 
extra curricular activities such as 
a dance, where he was present¬ 
ed with the Ipad, and a football 
game. 

Despite the cancer, Jacob is a 
typical kid. He likes to be with 
friends, play football and pick on 
his brother, Ben.

Dry Ridge resident upset 
with board’s decision 

I am appalled at the recent de¬ 
cision of the Grant County School 
Board. After listening to the sales 
pitch from Northern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity, our school board decided to 
pay $34,000 so our superintendent 
can receive his doctorate. This is like 
listening to a car salesman when he 
tells you how much you need the car 
he is selling. NKU told the school 
board how much their program will 
benefit the kids of Grant County, 
remember NKU is selling their pro¬ 
gram. I am not sure if people know 
this, but all teachers in Kentucky 
MUST earn their Masters degree 
within 10 years of receiving their 
first teaching certificate. There is no 
state mandate that superintendents 
receive their doctorate. So why 
is our school board giving our su¬ 


perintendent, who earns more than 
$100,000 a year, $34,000 so he can 
earn his doctorate? Young teachers 
earn $35,000 to $40,000 a year and 
they must spend $15,000 of their 
own money in order to earn their 
state mandated Masters degree. The 
school board has said that our kids 
will benefit from our superintendent 
receiving his doctorate. 

While there may be a small 
benefit, I think keeping a teacher 
in our school would have a bigger 
impact on our kids. If we can lower 
the amount of kids in each class it 
would benefit our kids. I know all 
teachers would want smaller class 
sizes so more one on one teaching 
can take place. I hope all of our 
schools have modern textbooks, 
because this would truly benefit 
our kids. If our school district lays 
off one teacher and doesn’t replace 


them than I believe our kids have 
been hurt. I believe all school board 
members who voted to pay the tu¬ 
ition for the Superintendents doc¬ 
torate degree should be voted out of 
office. They listened to a sales pitch 
which, benefits NKU and our super¬ 
intendent but at the same time our 
kids are losing teachers and/or are 
using outdated textbooks.

Peonies are long-lived 
in the garden

A couple of weeks ago one of the prettiest 
flowers in the garden started to bloom. 
This great cut-leaf Japanese peony, 
Paeonia tenuifolia, opened its simple ruby- 
colored petals to reveal bright yellow stamen. 
The finely cut foliage, reminiscent of the most 
finely cut foliage of a Japanese maple, allows 
the plant to be interesting in the mixed border 
the rest of the growing season, too. 

There are four peony classifications based 
on bloom type: single peonies have one or two 
rows of petals with centered yellow stamen; 
semi-double peonies have three to four whorls 
of petals with stamen that appear randomly 
throughout the bloom; double forms have ruf¬ 
fled petals that fill the center; and Japanese peo¬ 
nies (also called anemone-form because of their 
anemone-like appearance) which have single or 
semi-double flowers with yellow petal-like sta¬ 
men in the center. 

Most garden-variety peonies bloom in May... 
but you can extend the season with some earlier 
blooming species, including many of the Jap¬ 
anese types. And consider the tree peony, the 
Cadillac of the genus. Any serious peony con¬ 
noisseur must have a collection of tree peonies. 
Unlike the herbaceous variety, the tree peony 
is a woody shrub sporting enormous blooms in 
late April and into May. Both tree and herba¬ 
ceous peonies are long-lived in the garden. 

Peonies are often sold as bare-root plants; 
which works to the consumer’s advantage, re¬ 
ally, because you can see exactly what you are 
getting. When it comes to peony blooms it is 
all about the eyes and the roots reveal the story. 

You want plants that have at 
least three thick roots with 
three to five red “eyes”; 
these eyes or buds become 
the stems of the peony fo¬ 
liage, which should sport 
blooms in the spring. 

Here in lies the conun¬ 
drum with peonies: some¬ 
times they can be finicky 
bloomers. Newly planted 
peonies often take two to 
three years to bloom, lon¬ 
ger if you have less than 
three eyes. Problems can 
also be blamed on planting 
depth, which is the most 
common culprit. The red 
“eyes” should not be much 
deeper than one and a half inches beneath the 
soil surface. The roots of peonies need to be 
sufficiently “chilled” during the winter months 
in order to set bud. 

Problematic peonies 

There are some fungal problems that adverse¬ 
ly affect peony blooms, as well. Botrytis blight 
is not uncommon and is evidenced by spotty fo¬ 
liage and flower buds that dry up before fully 
forming. Using a fungicide labeled for use on 
peonies can control the fungus that causes the 
blight. Make the application in the early spring 
just as the foliage begins to emerge. 

As with most blooming plants, a minimum 
of six hours of direct sun light a day is required 
for peonies to bloom. Afternoon shade, dur¬ 
ing the hottest part of the day, is desirable and 
will protect the foliage from sun scorch and the 
blooms from excessive fading, plus they’ll last 
longer. Deadhead blooms as they fade and this 
will help the plant maintain form. Peonies so 
often splay out after spring rains so deadhead¬ 
ing and using plant support rings are nearly a 
must to keep them looking good in the garden. 

Select a sunny, well-drained location with 
at least a three-foot diameter to allow the foli¬ 
age and root system plenty of room for growth. 
Crowded plants never do well because they 
compete for moisture and nutrients. Dig a deep 
hole so you can amend the soil by adding com¬ 
post. Peonies in good soil do great, peonies in 
poor soil still seem to perform well enough so 
they are not a finicky as their reputation sug¬ 
gest. 

Peonies do best if they are left undisturbed 
but if you do need to divide the ideal time is 
in the fall, however I dug some this spring and 
threw them in a mulch pile for replanting later 
and they don’t seem weary for the spring dig!

• Kevin Hamblin won sec¬ 
ond place in region for his 
guitar. 

TheWeldingArt/Sculpture 
Competition provides an 
opportunity for students to 
showcase their artistic abili¬ 
ties as well as their welding 
skills. Previously welded 
sculptures are brought to the 
event where they are evaluat¬ 
ed on workmanship and 
design. The participant is also 
required to display his/her 
notebook to provide evidence 


of original work, and is inter¬ 
viewed regarding aspects of 
design and creation of the 
piece. 

The Electronics 

Technology contest is divided 
into five sections: customer 
service exam, written exam, 
soldering, breadboarding and 
troubleshooting.

Williamstown’s B-Safe Driving 
School gets new owner

There’s someone new behind the 
wheel at B-Safe Driving School in 
Williamstown. 

Brian Fannon, who has lived in 
Grant County since 1994, has taken 
over the business from Camilla Kay 
Patton as owner and instructor. 

“We are genuinely concerned 
about the safety of young children,” 
said Fannon. “We put that first and 
foremost when we get in the car with 
young people. We’ll train them just 
as if they were our own.” 

Patton, who owned and operated 
B-Safe for five years, decided it was 
time to move on. 

She recently took on a job as 
driver’s license examiner in Frank¬ 
fort where she gives driver’s license 
tests in Grant, Pendleton, Owen and 
Scott counties. 

“I retired in 2008 and I had gave 
the driver’s test for 18 years and was 
a hearing officer for the Division of 
Driver’s License,” she said. “Af¬ 
ter retirement from the Common¬ 
wealth, I knew there was a need in 
Grant County. I talked with Carolyn 
Thompson (of State Farm Insurance) 
and she was interested in bringing a 
driving school in. She knew I had the 
experience with the state.” 

Patton said she has taught hun¬ 
dreds of students throughout the 
years. 

While it was tough to sell the 
school, she said the demands simply 
became too much so she handed the 
keys to a new owner. 

“With the driving school, it is so 
demanding physically,” Patton said. 
“After five years of teaching and in a 
car all day long, it’s a very demand¬ 
ing and stressful job. It was just time 
for a change. I had gentlemen who 
was great with young people and the 
opportunity came where he could 
take over. It just worked out.” 

The toughest part about leaving 
the driving school was the interac¬ 
tion with the students, said Patton. 

“To me, it’s better to be an in-

structor because you’ve got more 
one on one time with young people,” 
she said. “Testing, you get in the car, 
turn left and right, parallel park and 
you come back and pass or fail. As a 
driving instructor, you get to know 
the kids better. That’s the only thing I 
dislike (about being an examiner.)” 

For Fannon, B-Safe Driving 
School seemed liked a perfect fit 
with his experience driving and with 
young students. 

“I’ve owned my own expediting 
business where I drove all over the 
country,” he said. “I’m a licensed 
school bus driver for Grant Coun¬ 
ty as well. I went for an enormous 
amount of training for them. I also 
worked for LKLP, which is the med¬ 
ical transportation people that are 
stationed now in Dry Ridge.” 

Fannon officially took over the 
business, located at 1406 North 
Main St., suite 1 in Williamstown, 
on April 1. 

He rode along with Patton to re¬ 
ceive training for 35 to 40 days to get 
accustomed to the position. 

So far, the students have been 
willing to learn and exciting to train 
at the school, said Fannon. 

Most parents 
like to have their 
children take les¬ 
sons at the school 
to learn safe fun¬ 
damentals and a 


good driving philosophy before they 
get in the car with them, said Fan¬ 
non. 

“My experience as a school 
bus driver trained me to be able to 
deal with the children properly,” he 
said. “The young people are in a 
whole different galaxy than we are. 
So, it really prepared me. It’s been 
an absolute pleasure at this point.” 

Fannon plans to develop a 
course on the dangers of texting and 
talking while driving. 

Despite the obvious safety haz¬ 
ards, a teenager with their interme¬ 
diate license who is caught texting 
or talking on the phone while driv¬ 
ing by law enforcement gets their 
license taken away from them. 

How many times a student has to 
go out on the road practicing before 
they take the test depends on their 
aptitude and abilities. 

“We’re certainly not going to take 
them to a test until they feel they’re 
prepared,” Fannon said. “We have a 
minimum course that they have to do 
for four hours. That would consist of 
3.5 hours of actual on the road train¬ 
ing. I’ll actually take the student to 
the test and they’ll take it in the B- 
Safe Driving car.” 

The hours of B-Safe Driving 
School are from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Mondays through Fridays.

WHS students win NKU 
Entrepreneurship Challenge

Can you imagine a local 
teen hangout featuring laser 
tag, a cinema, an arcade, 
concessions and a study 
hall? 

That’s just what three 
Williamstown High School 
freshmen did in route to 
winning first place May 3 
in the 11th annual Entrepre¬ 
neurship High School Chal¬ 
lenge at Northern Kentucky 
University. 

Carly Middleton, Chas¬ 
tity Evans and Cassidy Hess 
won the competition out 
of 34 teams from 12 high 
schools in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky, Greater Cincinnati 
and Indiana. 

The girls’ business, The 
Teen Scene, was a multi¬ 
purpose facility in the old 
Food Lion building in Dry 
Ridge geared toward young 
students seeking entertain¬ 
ment and a place to study. 

Not only did they walk 
away with a $1,000 prize, 
the WHS students will 
also be able to attend the 
Governor’s School for En¬ 
trepreneurs at Georgetown 
College in the summer of 
2014. 

“I was shocked,” Hess 
said about winning. “I 
couldn’t believe it. It was a 
total surprise to us.” 

The teams had to come 
up with innovate ideas and 
turn those into working 
business plans. The project, 
which initiated in Paradise 
Forbes’ integrated social 
studies class, took about 
three weeks to complete. 

Seeing the students be 
successful after the putting 
in the hard work brought 
tears to their teacher’s eyes. 

“I am so fortunate to 
work with the most brilliant 
students and to see them 
being recognized by others 
is simply amazing, it truly 
is more rewarding to help 


others achieve their goals 
than achieving your own,” 
Forbes said. “The passion 
the girls exuded is definitely 
what separated them from 
their competitors. Not to 
mention they put a tremen¬ 
dous amount of work into 
creating a very thorough 
business plan, based on a 
tremendous amount of re¬ 
search.” 

Evans said the most dif¬ 
ficult part was figuring out 
the numbers, including cost 
estimates and the potential 
number of customers. 

“I think it would be re¬ 
ally successful because a 
lot of teens around here do 
not have a lot to do,” she 
said. “It would help keep 
them out of trouble and also 
provide something fun for 
them to do.” 

Five finalists were cho¬ 
sen by the judges to present 
their ideas to the entire audi¬ 
ence .From the finalists, the 
judges named the top three. 

“We were really scared 
going up on the bus,” Mid¬ 
dleton said. “We were prac¬ 
ticing our pitches and what 
we would say to the judges. 
Then, we had to go on stage 
in front of everybody and 
give the pitch with a micro¬ 
phone. It was really nerve 
racking, but we knew our 
business so it was easy to 
talk because we were con¬ 
fident.” 

The students took a lot 
away from stepping out of 
their comfort zone and ex¬ 
periencing something new. 

“I learned communica¬ 
tion skills and being able to 
trust that, even if I did mess 
up, my teammates would 
help me out,” Evans said. 

“It was a good learning 
experience for everyone,” 
Hess said. “It helped us 
prepare for later on in life. I 
learned a lot from it.” 

Williamstown High 
School also had four other 
teams compete in the chal¬ 


lenge. 

The projects included: 

• Sunset Cafe, a beach- 
side cafe in Florida selling 
various cafe goods. Mem¬ 
bers include Ryan Pice, Me¬ 
gan Garrison and Hannah 
Scroggins 

• Be You Foundation, a 
non-profit providing chil¬ 
dren with disabilities a 
camp experience on Wil¬ 
liamstown Lake. Members 
include Olivia DeZam and 
Savanna Moss 

• All Star Sports Com¬ 
plex, a group sports facil¬ 
ity in the former Food Lion 
supplying a gym, basketball 
courts, etc. Members in¬ 
clude Rachel Montgomery, 
Sammie Souder and Chase 
Alsip 

• Peecha Photography, a 
traveling photography group 
specializing in prop use to 
be hired for school dances, 
wedding, etc. Members in¬ 
clude Nicole Giesbers, Av¬ 
ery March and McKenna 
Brewer 

Grant County High 
School also had one team 
participating in the compe¬ 
tition. 

Brittany Brock and 
Caleb Brinker gave their 
presentation on the Grant 
County Print Shop inside 
GCHS.

Barton, who is the son of Williamstown High School 
teacher Terri Barton, was stationed in California when he 
was injured in a freak accident while cleaning out a 
building scheduled for demolition. 

Being able to see the soldiers in person was exciting 
for the students. 

“I feel excited and happy in every way,” said Dustin 
Taulbee. 

Conner Black agreed. 

“I couldn’t believe my eyes,” he said. “I felt speech¬ 
less.” 

Conner, who teachers said would ask about the sol¬ 
diers everyday, was given the honor of presenting 
Benson and Barton with gold-glittered, homemade keys 
to the school. 

After handing them the keys, Conner couldn’t help 
but wrap his arms around them. 

“I really wanted to meet them,” he said. “I really felt 
like hugging them. When I grow up, I’m going to be in 
Afghanistan like they were and I’m going to fight for our 
people.” 

Principal David Poer shared his appreciation for the 
all the soldiers do and thanked them for making the day 
special for the students. 

“Those are just symbolic keys to our school, but for 
these guys it’s the keys to our hearts,” he said. “We teach 
kids about writing all the time, but when you’ve got real 
people you’re writing to, it makes it extra meaningful.” 

Whaley said the students wanted to write to the sol¬ 
diers all the time even when there was other work to be 
done. The letters began back in September and continued 
throughout the school year. 

“You have been a total inspiration to my reading 
group,” Whaley said. “We just adore you.” 

Benson and Barton both shared important words of 
advice for the third graders. 

“Remember to work hard even when things get 
tough,” Benson said. “You’ll get where you want to 

go-” 

Barton told the students to never forget what they 
want out of life. 

“Just follow your dreams and don’t let them get away 
from you,” he said. 

Benson described the trip home from Afghanistan as 
“a long journey” that took about five days living out of a 
backpack. 

When asked what was the scariest part of his service, 
he gave a surprising response. 

“The thing that’s really scaiy is not getting into a fire 
fight because you don’t have time to think about it,” he 
said. “What’s scaiy is thinking you have all these people 
that are counting on you and the idea that you would let 
them down. That’s what’s scary.” 

The overriding question for Barton was able his 
health after the scary accident that hospitalized him. 

A large fire extinguisher meant for a humvee dis¬ 
charged in Barton’s hands, lifting him off his feet and 
onto the ground. 

He spent four weeks at a trauma center and then was 
transferred to Balboa Naval Hospital for a week before 
coming home to Kentucky. 

“I feel fine,” Barton said. “I felt pretty good in the 
hospital, too. I tried to laugh when the whole situation 
happened, but I didn’t have the air in my lungs to do it. I 
got hit so hard that it knocked the wind right out of me. 
I didn’t have any air to laugh.” 

His mother, Terri Barton, calls him a medical mira¬ 
cle. 

“They didn’t think he would survive,” she said. 
“Then, they thought he would need surgeries and he 
cmshed his pancreas. They said that even if his pancreas 
healed, he would be a diabetic. He is none of those.” 

After the soldiers met with Whaley’s third graders, 
they were introduced to the rest of the elementary stu¬ 
dents in an impromptu assembly outside at field day. 

The students clapped and gave the soldiers a hero’s 
welcome. 

Carleen Ficker, Response To Intervention (RTI) 
coordinator and reading specialist, helped to orchestrate 
the letter writing campaign by the students. 

The night before the soldier’s visit to the school, she 
reread the letters again. 

“I guess what was the most meaningful was when 
Lt. Benson said the war has been going on for so long 
that sometimes his soldiers feel like they are forgot¬ 
ten,” she said. “One of the students stood up and 
said, ‘We will never, ever, ever forget.’ I think that 
was monumental. And, they never will forget this 
day.”
